). planning to file suit to re-
cover losses sustained on his 150
home tract development due to
alleged city interference.
Spencer said that most of the

tract, located on Sepulveda, West
of Hawthorne, has been ready
for occupancy since Sept. 24,

Torrance claims ‘“at under or-
dinance 385, Truman-Browne
must pay nearly $25,000 before

ains will be installed,

Spencer disclosed that'the Cal-
ffornia Water Service Company
had been willing to put in free
mains until Torrance informed
the Company that all mains

ould revert to the city,

"Since Torrance has stalled

e project, Truman-Browne
will not, only lose the $25,000,”
paid Spencer, “but also $93,000
in interest, additional payroll
and other miscellaneous.”

Spencer disclosed that the en-
tire expense was necessary be-
cause a lack of water equipment
forced the developer to keep his
completed homes unoccupied.

“My client. also may lose an
additional $87,000 if veterans
cannot occupy the homes by Nov.
15, attorney Spencer pointed
out, “This is the one per cent the
Veterans Administration deducts
if the houses are not finished on

me.”!

“Once the suit ig filed,” said
Spencer, “we will file an amend-

ent for $87,000 if the suit is

&nettled by Nov. 15.”

n last Tuesday, prior to Spen-
eer’s revelation of a proposed
suit against Torrance, City Man-
ager George Stevens informed
this reporter that a misunder-
standing between the city and
Truman-Browne was in the wind.

“The contention arises over
who should pay for the install-
ment of water mains,” sald Stev-
ens.

Residents of Pacific Hills par-
ticularly protest the presence of
the sump because of the dusty
road created by the moving back
and forth of heavy trucks,

At the Council meeting  on
Oct. 9, members of that body
voted unanimously after a mo-
tion by Councilman Nick Drale
to order the City Attorney to
close the dump if the owner has
no license.

A check with City Hall rec-
ords showed that the South Bay
Disposal Service is the only li«

Whether or not the 375 food
clerks of the Harbor Area who
are members of Retail Clerks
Local No. 905 will strike to
enforece their demands for =
contract reopening for wages
on May 1, 1952, probably will
depend upon the outcome of
two meetings scheduled for
Wednesday, October 31, and
Thursday, Nov. 1, it appeared
today.

Rumors that Columbia Steel is about to launch an expansion
program which will amount to millions of dollars in buildings
and equipment, and which virtually will double the payroll of the
plant were being circulated in Torrance yesterday.

It is understood that the company, a suhnldiar\ of U.
Steel Corp.,, will announce its big expansion program Nov.
1951.

To be located within the boundaries of the City of Torrance,
on Western avenue, the new expansion program is expected to
call for erection nf a rod mill, a wire mill, a tube mill and a big
open hearth.

The program now being launched in Torrance had been in-
tended for the $100,000,000 aluminum plant built during World
War II by the Reconstruction Finance Carp. for the Aluminum
Corporation of America, at 190th street and Normandie avenue,
within the corporate bounderies of Los Angeles.

Columbia Steel Co. acquired that plant for about $20,000,000
& few years ago, and a conversion program was launched.

However, the idea of converting the aluminum plant was
abandoned, and it was decided to build new buildings just east
of the present Columbia plant in Torrance.
